THE QUACKERY BILL. 
Mr. York’s bill to legitimatize medical 
quackery lias been very properly rejected. 
The arguments advanced in support of it 
were altogether unconvincing. Even sup­ 
posing that medical skill is, as alleged, 
. unsuccessful in a large percentage of ca3es, 
such a fact would afford no support to a 
proposition to expose the public to charla­ 
tanism without any precautions whatever. 
If trained physicians fail often, how much 
oftener must untrained quacks fail ? That 
is the logical way to put the case, and the 
logical way is entirely at variance with 
Mr. York’s peculiar theories. The need of 
legislative restrictions upon the unqualified 
practice of medicine cannot be doubted by 
auy who have reflected upon the subject. 
It is true that there are schools of med­ 
icine which scout one another's principles, 
but it must be observed that all agree in 
certain fundamental requirements, such as 
a knowledge of anatomy and physiology. 
Their disagreements relate to questions of 
therapeutics, concerning which there is 
undoubtedly room for considerable latitude 
of opinion. 
They all insist upon the 
necessity of special education for the 
work of healing, and so long as they agree 
upon that the State has perhaps tha only 
guarantee which it is possible to obtain in 
this conDcction. N^r must the considera­ 
tion that patients will die as well under 
the hands of regular physicians as under 
the hands of quacks, be regarded as dem­ 
onstrating any real identity of conditions. 
For in the first case the survivors have a 
reasonable assurance that the death was 
unavoidable, while in the second they can­ 
not be at all certain that it was not the di­ 
rect result of malpractice. It is, we think, 
sufficiently evident that the State owes it 
to the ceminunity to insist upon the special 
education of all who practice medicine. 
That is at once the most and the least it 
can require. But to remove that one safe­ 
guard would be to expose the ignorant 
classes to the inroads of charlatanism, and 
to handicap them most unfairly in the race 
of life. 


THF CORPORATIONS AND THE CHINESE 


The city election to-morrow takes its 
chief significance and importance from the 
f act that in it the issues of Conservatism and 
Keameyism are forced upon tho com­ 
munity. The ticket headed by Mr. Minis j 
represents the Keameyite movement. The 
Democracy has flung itself into the arms of 
that element, and conservative men, 
whether Republican or Democrat, must 
recognize the circumstance, and act accord­ 
ingly. And the importation of this issue 
gives the election a larger meaning than it 
would otherwise nave had. The people of 
California have lately seen enough to con­ 
vince all who are open to conviction that 
the period of disguised anarchy which lias 
cursed the State so long mu3t be brought to 
an end by the determined and united action 
of all good and peaceable and law-respecting 
citizens. Keameyism stands for all that 
is most prejud cial to the growth, progress 
and j rosptrity of the commonwealth. It 
gave us that new Constitution whose very 
shadow has so darkened all our prospects. 
It has spawned forth upon us Communism, 
and the war upon capital, and threats of 
arson and murder, and truculent bombast, 
and bad legislation, and the vilest derna- 
gogism, and every crazy and lawless and 
revolutionary tendency that can clog the 
wheels of industry, paralyze enterprise, 
drive money out of employment, and pau­ 
perize the people. It has gone far to ruin 
the reputation of the State abroad. It has 
made the California “ labor agitation ” a 
by-word and a reproach all over the 
world. It has brought business to a com­ 
plete standstill, has stopped manufactures, 
has caused real estate to depreciate, ha3 
compelled an emigration of the enterprising 
class upon whose bold and extensive under­ 
takings housst and sensible workingmen 
thrive. No State was ever cursed and 
blighted with so intolerable a plague as 
this Keameyism, and to the direct evils 
bred of it have been added the shame and 
disgrace of its utilization by Ameri­ 
can demagogues. Democratic politicians, 
chronic office-seeking carpet-baggers, like 
Mr. Minis, have been found willing to sell 
their birthright for a mess of Kearney’s 
pottage ; to help this alien and seditious 
movement aimed at the disruption of re­ 
publican institutions, for the sake of a littlo 
pelf and power. 
Against Keameyism and all that it 
stands for it has become necessary to op­ 
pose a resolute front. There is no longer 
any excuse for time-serving or vacillation. 
The ignorant and the malevolent elements 
joined together in this movement are ruin­ 
ing the State. That is the sober truth, 
which no candid and intelligent observer 
can or will deny. 
Sacramento will be 
called upon to-morrow to define her posi­ 
tion upon this vital question. The elec­ 
tion of Minis and his ticket will be a vic­ 
tory for Keameyism. The election of tho 
Republican ticket will be a victory for 
Conservatism. The evidences are mul­ 
tiplying fast that this battle will 
have to be fought oat all over 
the State. 
It is the issue of greatest 
urgency, and which must be settled before 
men can know whether it is worth while 
to devote any more time and labor toward 
building up the State.

But it is necessary that tho friends 
of Conservation should on this occasion 
realize the importance of the issue before 
them, and that they 6hould put Sacra­ 
mento once more where she lias ever been—- 
in the van of progress, enlightenment and 
civilization.

Nor Í3 there any room for doubt as 
to tho necessity of confining all present 
efforts to the securing of protection and relief 
from the debris. It is the rapidly proceed­ 
ing destruction of the rivers which must 
be averted. The coarser debris must be 
held back in the mountains, and the river 
channels must be so treated as to give 
more velocity to the currents, and so enable 
them to scour out their beds and to carry 
the lighter sediment down to the sea. 
These two operations are designated by 
science as the imperative requirements 
of the hour, and unless they are 
both commenced, and commenced un­ 
der a comprehensive and harmonious 
plan, 
the worst 
consequeuces will 
ensue. 
Mr. 
Carr’s 
bill 
affects 
to aim at the same general results as the 
Parks bill, and therefore those who support 
it cannot be supposed hostile to the main 
principles of the latter. But the fiscal 
provisions of the Carr bill destroy its avail­ 
ability, by dissipating the proceeds of tax­ 
ation over too wide an area. It is quite 
probable that this effect was not foreseen 
when the bill was drawn, but it is only 
necessary to direct attention to it to make 
the fact apparent that the general taxation 
feature must produce tho consequences we 
have described. Between the two meas­ 
ures we cannot hesitate to prefer the Parks 
bill, though the latter requiressome amend­ 
ments which we have heretofore pointed 
out. It may, indeed, be as well to state 
onec for all that neither this nor any other 
bill can be regarded by us as satisfactory 
unless it secures to Sacramento the full 
control of her levee system, and provides 
for tho due recognition of the expenditures 
she has already made in protecting herself 
from inundation, in whatever, general 
Scheme may be adopted. As it is quite 
practicable to introduce protective clauses 
of this kind into a general bill without at 
all affecting its fundamental principles, we 
trust that it will be done before the matter 
is pressed any further. W ith such precau* 
tions and guarantees, however, the scheme 
of the Parks bill would afford the best pro­ 
gramme yet proposed on the subject.

CONGRESSIONAL.

The hearing of the Parrott case in the 
United States Circuit Court at San Fran­ 
cisco on Saturday developed the arguments 
on both sides, as will be seen by reference 
to our telegraphic columns, and the decis­ 
ion of the Court was not obscurely fore­ 
shadowed by the remarks which the Judges 
made from time to time. The argument 
of the Attorney-General was so singularly 
exclusive of one of the main issues that 
Judge Sawyer charged him with “ dodg- 
“ ing” that consideration ; and it must le 
admitted that his position would have ap­ 
peared very much stronger had the 
defense not been represented by coun­ 
sel. 
The 
decision 
of 
the 
Court 
upon 
the 
question 
submitted 
to 
it cannot be regarded as problematical. 
The unconstitutionality of the statute no 
doubt needs to be declared in an authori­ 
tative manner, but it has never been 
doubted by well-iuformed people at any 
time. It has been pointed out by the 
most sincere opponents of Chinese immi­ 
gration that however agreeable it might 
be to drive out the Chinese by discriminat­ 
ing legislation, it was quite useless to try 
it, for the reason that the State had no 
jurisdiction iu the premises. And it is 
probably just as well that the futility cf 
such attempts should be demonstrated at 
an early day, so as at least to block the 
transparent game of our demagogues, who 
think to recommend themselves to the 
ignorant by proposing impracticable meas­ 
ures of the kind. 


NOT AN ENCOURAGING SYMPTOM. 
At a meeting of the unemployed in San 
Francisco on Saturday they were counseled 
by their leaders not to accept any offers of 
a dollar a day, and one Gannon, who seems 
to be a particularly impudent demagogue, 
advised them to look with suspicion aud 
disfavor upon Mr. David Bush, who has 
recently been exerting himself with such 
good effect to raise a fund for the employ­ 
ment of the needy. Such incidents as this 
are calculated to create the impression that 
the “ unemployed” who sit under the min­ 
istration of Gannon and Company are not 
greatly in need of work. 
It is not con- 
sistenfrwith the theory of deserving industry 
to find men wh# while pretending to be 
destitute yet turn up their noses at a dollar 
a day. 


THE CARR DBA'NAGE BUL. 
A bill has been introduced by Assembly 
man Carr of Yuba, the ostensible purpose 
of which is to secure the same results as 
are aimed at in the Parks bill. It provides 
for a Commission, consisting of certain 
State officers, and it proposes to carry out 
a “ system of drainage and protection for 
“ the’entire State.” The main surface dis­ 
tinction between this and the Tarks bill 
consists iu the method of raising the neces­ 
sary revenue. The Carr bill proposes to 
levy a general tax of one-tenth of one per 
cent., whereas the Parks bill proposes to 
raise the money from the districts to be 
benefited. At first sight the idea of a gen­ 
eral tax may appear good, but this is really 
tie fatal defect of the Carr bill, as we 
shall proceed to demonstrate. The effect 
of passing a bill for a system of drainage 
and protection for the entire State, and 
taxing the entire State for its objects, would 
inevitably lie to develop plans of drain­ 
age and reclamation all over the State. 
There are very few counties in which 
some such scheme ha3 not already been 
broached. There are no counties having 
any need ‘of drainage in any Bhape which 
would not insist upon being included 
in the operation of the bill. There are 
projects of this kind lying dormant in all 
directions. Klamath, Tulare, Lake, San 
Joaquin, Kern, and many other counties, 
would therefore put forward claims for im­ 
provements, and under a bill so framed 
their claims would have to be admitted. 
The result would be that while the distri­ 
bution of the tax levy over the whole State 
diminished the available revenue in the 
district whose needs are most urgent, it 
would fritter away the bulk of the fund so 
raised upon enterprises which arc not at 
all pressing’y demanded, however salutary 
they may be. The necessities of the Sac­ 
ramento valley would remain as great as 
they are now, but the possibility of reliev­ 
ing them would be greatly diminished, and 
it would be found that only a modicum of 
the amount raised by taxation could 
be utilized for the purposes which re­ 
quire every dollar of it. 
And this 
is a fatal objection to the Carr bill. 
The debris question is one of which the 
main characteristic is its extreme urgency. 
It cannot be neglected save at a cost so 
heavy that no legislative body and no body- 
politic can be supposed blind and reckless 
enough to treat it with indifference. Nor 
can it be safely played with. In his recent 
report to Congress upon this subject 
Colonel Mendell has insisted particularly 
upon the absolute necessity for immediate 
action. He says the work must be begun 
this summer, without fail, and he states 
ttiat the longer it is delayed the more diffi­ 
cult will the application of remedies be­ 
come. It must, therefore, be dealt with

W ashington, March 6lh.—The Vice-President 
presented a letter ircm the Commissioners of Peu- 
si ns, with the estimate of deficiencies iu tho pen­ 
sions for the current year.

TUR FITA J0IIN TORTER CASE. 
. 
Consideration was then resumed of the Fitz John 
Porter bill, and Carpenter addressed the Senate. 
C»rpenter anruvd that Congress had no authority 
to amend the sentences ol a Court-martial, or au­ 
thorize the appointment to the army n spite of a 
sentcnc ■, or to grant a new trial to a man who had 
been oat of tho army seventeen years. The Prtsi 
dent could pardon Porter; but it was unnecessary 
to pass a bill to tel! him so. Carpenter said the 
whole tendency of our time i cerned to be toward 
the centralization ef power in Congress. The boun­ 
daries between and limiting t o various Depart­ 
ments of the Government established by the 
Constitution were continually di-regarded. This 
bill was an example of such encroachment. He 
asked, what right has Congress to command the 
President to appoint a man in the army any more 
than in the Courts? If Porter is eligible at all, 
what lived to authorize the President and the Sen­ 
ate to exercise their constitu'.ioual powers. Burn­ 
side’s amendment for a new trial by a Court of 
thirteen officers, to confirm, mitigate or annul the 
former sentence, is remarkable; Porter, having 
been a private ci izen for over seventeen years, can­ 
not be subjected to Court martial, even with bis 
consent. Toe whole proceeding would be a faree, a 
nullity. 
Carpenter lauded the character of the previous 
Court-martial, tin the other hai.d, the three indi­ 
viduals who reviewed the proceedings of that Court 
had no shadow of juris iction, or power even to ad­ 
minister an oath. ihe only reason thise three in­ 
dividuals had for their inquiry w. s to infunn the 
President whether he might properly pardon Porter. 
The President ran pardon Porter, and that would 
wipe out all consequences of the sentence. 
NEVER ArFLIED FOR A PARDON. 
1 am told that Porter has never applied for a par­ 
don. I submit that under the circumstances of this 
case Porter is not at liberty t > set bis frow n against 
the only power that, under the Constitution, can re­ 
lieve him, anti ask us to exercise a power that the 
Constitution denies, is it any humiliation for him 
to apply to t: at ultimate power which m y still 
reach his case, which is ample and copious, which 
“ falls like streams from riving springs,” which may 
reach bis ease and violate no principle of the Consti­ 
tution? We cannot touch the ease without violating 
our oaths to support the .Constitution, for the par­ 
doning power belongs to the Executive, and no mat­ 
ter what it is called, the annulment of this sentence 
would o|ierate as a pardon. I had intended 
to review the testimony on the question 
of fact, “ Was Mr. Porter guilty ? ” There 
are two reasons why 
I 
do 
not. 
In 
the first place, 1 think it wholly unnecessary, be­ 
cause if we have no constitutional power to pardon 
him, or what is the same thing, relieve him frum 
that judgment in ar.y form of proceeding whatever, 
it is immaterial to us whether he was guillv or not. 
In the next place, that part of the task has been 
performed hy the Senator from Illinois (Logan) much 
better than 1 could do it. Now, I have no feeling 
against Fitz John Porter on any account. 1 was 
with him a year at the Academy at West Point, and 
1 always esteemed him a gentleman until this affair 
occurred. The testimony, which I have examined, 
pretty fully convinces me, not that Fitz John Porter 
w-ks disloyal to the Union, not that lie meant that 
the South should succeed in breaking up the Gov­ 
ernment, but that 
1IE WAS DEVOTED TO Bt’cLRLLAN. 
McClellan was the idol of his heart and the star of 
his hope He wanted to see McClellan succeed. He 
was the man to whom Port r was attached, around 
whom all the affec iens of his he -rt seemed to have 
entwined themselves, aud it was as bitier as death 
to him when McClellan was supplanted in command 
and succeeded by-a man for whom he seems to have 
had great contempt. That was the fault and fall cf 
Fitz John Porter. It was an ambition, if not for 
himself, for his friend. 
A like ambition drew 
Satan down, that drew Porter down; be fell like 
Lucifer, never to rise again. 
SUMMING UP. 
Carpenter briefly and eloquently summed up Lo­ 
gan’s long argument as to the facts of the battle, dc 
claring that Porter flatly disobeyed orders; had no 
heart in the cause ; had destroyed twenty thousand 
lives. His own State felt the loss heavily. The 
bones of those slain soldiers came by every train 
from tho battlefield to Wisconsin, were piled 
up like merchandise in the dero's, and sleep now in 
green graves that dot the hills and every green 
vallev in Wisconsin, our people will not soon forget 
Fitz John Porter, aud would never forgive me if I 
should vote to put him back and pay him as if he 
had served his country faithfully. Queer things 
are done thrse clays, and this may be done, but 
not by my vote. Nevertheless, Mr. President, God’s 
will be done. It may be that even this last travesty 
upon justice is ntcessary. They tell us that whom 
the gods would destroy they first make mad. It 
may be that Democrats are not mad erough yet to 
insure their total destruction. This last aet may be 
needed to convince the American people that to in­ 
sure proper discrimination between virtue and vice, 
aud to fix the proiier punishment upon disloyalty 
and hold rebellion in check, we need in the Whits 
House once mere the steady hand, cool head, and 
the patriotic heart oí U. S. Grant. [Great applause.] 
Layare obtained the floor, hut yielded to a motion 
for an executive session, and when the doors were 
reopened, the Senate adjourned until Monday. 


A PLAN FOR THE SETTLEMENT OF THE 
DEBRIS QUESTION. 


E n s. R ecokd-U k io n : W ill you perm it m e 
through y ou r colum ns to suggest for public 
consideration apian for th e settlem ent of the 
vexed debris question— one w liicb w ill give 
certain and p erm anent relief, w hile doing 
co m p lex justice to ail interests ? 
First—That the Legislature call on the hy­ 
draulic tnina-o tv tiers to state for what sum 
they will sell to the State the mines now be­ 
ing worked by the hydraulic process. 
Second—That the Legislature theu pass a 
bill submitting to the people at the general 
election in November next—in conformity 
with Article XVI. of the Constitution—the 
question whether they will authorize such 
purchase, and the issuance of bonds therefor 
to the amount agreed upon, said purchase to 
be made and bonds issued if tha popular vote 
shall be affirmative, and mining by the hy­ 
draulic process to be thereafter forever pro­ 
hibited m this State. 
Third—That the Legislature pass the 
Chamberlain bill at this session, which will, 
in any event, prevent the flow of debris 
down the river channels for two years, and 
permanently, in case the hydraulic mines are 
g 


urchased and that method cf mining pro- 
ibited. 
The State can then employ convict labor 
upon or lease tile purchased mines, to be 
worked only by the drifting process, cr make 
such other disposition of them as may seem 
best. I am satisfied that all the hydranlic 
mines in the State can be purchased—deduct­ 
ing the Talue their water ditches will still 
have—for not exceeding $10,000,000, which 
would require, to meet the interest and prin­ 
cipal of twenty-year bonds, about $000,000 
annual tax, or one-tenth of one per cent upon 
the taxable property of the State—a mere 
bagatelle compared with the benefits ac­ 
cruing.

CALIFORNIA. 
The Sand Lot — K earney W<aliening — 
R um or- 1(«guiding T roops—th e W ard 
Preside nts. 
San F rancisco, March 7th.—There was a 
good attendance at the sand lot to-day. 
Kearney warned Lis heareis that these men 
who would incite them to deeds of violence 
are their enemits, aud must be avoided ; that 
the Workingmen Lave nothing to gain by 
violent measures, etc. He then weut on to 
announce that a grand plot was afloat on the 
part of the alleged enemies of the Working­ 
men to precipitate a riot, in preparation for 
which Federal troops had been ordered to this 
city, the guns of Ciatiing battery removed 
to the Central police station, and a vigilance 
committee put in shape for active duty. 
Aside from the moves imputed by Kearney 
to the authorities, there is some truth in Lis 
statement. The Gatlings have been removed 
to the police station, and there are rumors 
that some additions to the United States 
forces iu the viciuity of the city are being 
made. 
Guards have also been placed iu 
some instances over the armories of the Na­ 
tional Guards. Thesq,movements havefailtd 
to excite auy particular newspaper notice or 
comment, and no explanations have teen ac­ 
corded from authurilive souices, but this 
action is probably referable to a desire to he 
prepared for any contingency liable to occur 
at or before the expiration of the thirty days’ 
notice given in the matter of the condemna­ 
tion of Chinatown. 
The Board of Ward Presidents to-day 
adopted a resolution calling a County Con­ 
vention for the 15th inst., to nominate fifteen 
freeholders to frame a city charter. They 
also resolved to request their representatives 
in the Legislature to endeavor to have the 
election for joint Senator, vice Desty, set for 
the same date, as a measure of economy. 
The M ilitary SU uufiou at San Francisco. 
San F rancisco, March 7th.—The Call to­ 
morrow will publish the result of inquiries 
regarding the recent movements in military 
circles iu this city, from which it appears 
that all the arms of the Second Regiment, 
National Guard, have been removed fron^Kic 
various armories and deposited iu the old 
City Hall, or Central Police Station, where 
a guard of a Lieutenant and ten men of 
Company F, Second Regiment, is kept oVer 
them. Companies B and O, of the Firs; 
Regiment, have been concentrated at the 
armory of the hitter company, and the arms 
of Company G, of the Second Regiment 
have been placed in their charge. An officer’s 
Luard is noiv mounted nightly at the armory 
of the Third Regiment, which is allowed to 
retain its arms. The armory of the First 
Regiment is closely guarded, and no one is 
allowed to enter, 'ihe arms of the three cav­ 
alry companies have been removed from their 
armory, to what locality is ur known, but prob­ 
ably to the old City Hail. Camp regulations 
have been established, and “grand rounds” visit 
the various posts nightly. The arms ouly of 
the Second Regiment have been removed 
from the armories, and guards are detailed 
every night to watch over the other company 
property. The Third Regiment has been 
concentrated at the old OJympio Club build­ 
ing and those companies of the First not ac­ 
commodated at the armory of Company C are 
at regimental headquarters, corner ot How­ 
ard and New Montgomery streets. General 
McDowell, Comiuandii g the Division of the 
Pacific, wa3 telegraphed yesterday from 
Washington to biing ail the available troops 
in his Division to ban Francisco, and com­ 
panies amounting in all to 500 men are al­ 
ready en route, with more to follow—probably 
1,500 altogether, it is impossible to lind out 
by whose orders these movements of the Na­ 
tional Guard are made, as the officers refuse 
to give any information ; but it is conjectured 
that the movements are ur.der the direction 
of General McDowell, and are due to repre­ 
sentations made to the Washington authori­ 
ties by Colonel Bee, Vice-Consul of China, 
regarding the supposed danger in which the 
Chinese stand, it is understood tiiat the 
present precautions will be maintained until 
ruch time as some settlement of the existing 
agitation is arrived at, and at least until the 
question of the constitutionality of the law 
iorhiddiug corporations to employ Chinese 
has liven decideu by the United States Courts, 
and the question ol the condemnation of Chi­ 
natown teltled. The Second Regiment is 
di.qwsed to view the removal of their arms 
with’ indiunation, ami many of the members 
assert that it is an insult to the regiment, 
whose loyalty to the State and to the cause of 
law and order is unquestionable. The reason 
assigned by the officers for their act is that 
the arms of the regiment, being scattered 
around at a number of company armories, 
are liable to stizure iu the event of an un­ 
expected movement by the disorderly 
classes, and that their removal to the 
rid City Hall is merely precautionary, 
and not intended as any rtlleclion upon the 
character of the regiment. The Working­ 
men are considerably excited over these 
movements, and many of them assert that 
the authorities are trying to force a quarrel 
on them. The others say that the movement 
is designed to bluff the Board of Health in 
the matter of the condemnation of China­ 
town, while still others hold that the whole 
thing is due to the unfounded fears of the au 
thorities.

S e a ttle , March 6th.—While the noon 
train.froui Newcastle, consisting of an engine 
and eighteen loaded coal cars, was crossing 
the Little Lake trestle to-day, the trestle 
suddenly gave wav. Robert Thorn, a brake- 
man, and James Williams, Superintendent of 
the Newcastle coal mine, who were on the 
hind car, jumped from the train. Thorn had 
both legs broken, and sustained, it is feared, 
serious internal injuries. Williams received 
psiuful, though not *eriou«. injuries about the 
neck and head. Reuben Sheau, the fireman, 
who wus on the fifth car back from the en­ 
gine at the time assisting insetting the brakes 
started to run across the train as tbetres- 
tle began to give, aud fell from the next car 
but one from the engine as it went down a 
distance of twenty feet, and, singular to say, 
was uninjured.

LAST NIGHT’S OISPATGHES 


[SPECIAL TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


The Views of a Practical Worker About 
the Party. 
E d s. Record-Union : Will you please al­ 
low me space in your crowded sheet to ex­ 
press a few admonitory thoughts to the work­ 
ing classes, the well-meaning part of which I 
ain proud to be identified with '! I have sev­ 
eral times intended to do so, after having 
read or heard remarks from some of their 
leaders, and I was impelled to the resolution 
suddenly the other night when I met with a 
most unceremonious rebuff in attempting to 
deliver a recitation bearing upon questions 
affecting their interest. Whilst I do not hy 
any means accuse all present there with lack 
of literary taste or sense of decorum, I 
aver that a large number of those pres­ 
ent, who certainly had not the excuse 
of youth on their side, considered what 
I had to offer much beneath what 
had been offered them that evening, and 
forced me to the conclusion that if I had 
been, like one they recognize, reprobate enough 
to invoke the damnation of God upon the 
souls of my fellow-men, I should have gained 
their attention aud undesircd applause. To 
the working classes, especially the disturbing 
element of the same, I desire to say that 
though political reform is needed, moral and 
social are also, and the former can be more 
easily achieved where the latter are duly re­ 
garded. Au intemjrerate, immoral aud illog­ 
ical advocacy of man’s rights is not the surest 
and quickest way to obtain them ; hut when 
they employ abusive language to acquire that 
to which they are not (utitled, the ease is 
worse. Both of these faults are but too visi­ 
ble in many of the gatherings of the work­ 
ingmen. iVl iltou’s words apply with too much 
force: “ License they mean when they cry 
for l.berty.” But such obstinate wrong­ 
doing, though it may produce revolution, can 
iievtr bring desired reform. And it must he 
a source of regret to many well-intentioned 
men who are of the Workingmen's party, 
that, though their motives are good, they are 
obliged by their position to give silent or ex­ 
pressed approval to much that but darkens 
their reputations. They have not learned to 
be single when to be single is to he right. 
They do not realize that many men are but 
littlo above the brute, aud that many others 
are morally far below it. Hence, like chil­ 
dren, they play “ follow the leader,” until 
they gain a notoriety which should not fall 
to their lot, or are taught by lessons of sharp 
experience to observe principles rather than 
parties. If any should infer from these plain 
terms that I am not a friend to the working­ 
man, they are mistaken. I am with them in 
all honorable efforts. Their condition is not 
what it should he, what I hope to see it, nor 
what it might be with a proper use of the 
means within their power. I am hopeful 
they will improve their condition ; but not 
with every tool they employ. My services, 
such as they are, have been cheerlully given 
when requested, and shall be again. To ad­ 
vocate their claims I conceive to he one of 
the most honorable positions a man can occu­ 
py ; and if my ability was much greater than 
it is, I could hope for laurels in such a field. 
L arned and high-principled men are de­ 
served here; but the pity is they do 
not seem to be desired, or there would not be 
the same approval of demagogism that we 
find to-day. The speaker who can most re­ 
vile the rich man, because he is rich, and 
make the most pre;»08terous assertions, such as 
44 Leland Standford controls the whole Legis­ 
lature of .California,” and 44Rothschild is 
king of tho United States,” is introduced as 
the champion of the people. But the wise 
and impartial listener to such twaddle, hear­ 
ing it applauded, is forced in downcast mood 
to exclaim : 
Is it not sad to 3ec a mass of men— 
The sinews o’ the State, the heart of wealth. 
The never-failing life-blood oi the land— 
Is it not >ad to sec them stand like trees, 
- 
Swayed by the breath of every wind that blows. 
Drinking with greedy ear the si*ecious tale 
()/ gome deluding orator ? And when 
The ar.ful speaker with a flourish makes 
The accustomed pause, shouting, they know not 
why, 
Acting they know not how----- 
I have said all I intended, and as m uch 
likely as you can find space for. To end it 
reform will be had, and the m ore Bpeedily 
and of a m ore valuable and lasting character, 
The m ore wise and virtuous th e m eans em ­ 
ployed to obtain it.

D isastrous F ire at HI. P aul. 
St. P aul (Minu.), March 7th.—A fire 
broke out at 5 o’clock this afternoon in the 
roof of the wholesale dry goods huu-e of Aver- 
baeh, Fiuch, Culbertson & Co., the largest 
building and occupied by the heaviest firm in 
the city. The fire smoldered for nearly an 
hour before breaking out, but tbe firemen 
were unable to reach or cheek it. About 6 
o’clock the flames broke out of the up|>er 
story wiudow. and the building was soon be­ 
yond salvation. At this hour [9 o’clock) it 
has burned to the second story, aud will be a 
total loss. The fire departments from here 
and Minneapolis continue their efforts, while 
the goods are being rapidly removed from the 
lower stories. The building is three years 
old, and was built by Commodore W. F. 
Davidson. It cost £90,000, and is insured 
fur $45,000. It was filled with goods in an­ 
ticipation of the spring trade. Tile value 
of the gauds was £800,000; insurance, 
$492,000, iu several St. Paul agencies. 
R a ilro a d R u m o r. 
Louisville, March 7th.—The fact has 
leaked out here that the Louisville aud bt. 
Louis Air Liue has been purchased by C. P. 
Huntington & Co., who will use it in con­ 
junction with the great Central. Pacific sys­ 
tem. 
This air line, which extends from 
Louisville to St. Louis, was to be built partly 
hy the aid of county subscriptions, as well as 
by the capital of its projectors. The road will, 
when completed, traverse the richest 
part of Indiana aud Illinois, connecting at 
bt. Louis with the Huntington Central Pa­ 
cific interests, and at Louisville with the 
Louisville, Cincinnati and Léxingtfln Rail­ 
road, at whose terminal point, Mt. Sterling, 
it will join the Chesapeake and Ohio, thus 
giving the Central Pacific people an immense 
line of road, extending from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic ocean. Laborers are now haid at 
work grading the track of the Chesapeake aud 
Ohio from Huntingtou to Mt. Sterling, a 
distance of 80 miles. This extension will be 
finished by next fail. 
The Sunday Law' Enforced. 
C ovington (Ky.), March 7 th.—Much 
sensation wa3 to-day caused by the universal 
observance of the Sunday law. There has 
been considerable agitation for some time 
past in the form of public meetings to enforce 
this law specially against saloon keepers, and 
committees were appointed to rigidly prose­ 
cute uffenders. The saloon keepers resolved 
to close their saloons to-day, and devote it to 
gathering information against everybody who 
performed common labor. To-morrow they 
will issue warrants fur their arrest. Every 
place in Covington was closed except the 
drug stores, aud they sold nothing whatever 
except on prescriptions. The names of car­ 
riage drivers who brought people to church, 
and in some instances the name of the minis­ 
ters and organists, were written down for ar­ 
rest. The street cars were running under the 
provisions of the law passed only yesterday, 
exempting them from the penalties of the 
law.

FOREIGN NEW». 
The ‘ ltn a llan at HI. I’rier-b u rg . 
London, March 7th.—A St. Petersburg 
correspondent says : The arbitrariness of des­ 
potism has greatly increased since tire Winter 
Palace explosion. It is asserted that 5,<100 
people have been arrested. Three thousand 
are iu the fortress of Petropauloviski. The 
authorities here having learned that suspi­ 
cious individuals lived at No. 4 Bezborodken 
Prospect, ordered 20 policemen and fi ve officers, 
to proceed thither. A woman—a clerk’s wid­ 
ow—was the only person found, and nothing 
suspicious was discovered about the place. 
Five policemen who were left on guard no­ 
ticed three men hastily leaving a shed there, 
aud rushed in. At the same moment a ter­ 
rible explosion occurred, blowing op the po­ 
licemen and shed. Ihe house was badly 
shattered by the explosion. An investigation 
resulted in the discovery that the shed had 
contained dynamite. Hardly had this explo­ 
sion baiome known when a ereat fire occurred 
in a street called Bolshaya. Three police build­ 
ings and a jnivate house were burned down. 
Several policemen perished in their endeavorto 
save papers from the fire in the police station. 
A policeman stationed in front of Villa No.

John B. Harmon, Grand Sire of the 
Order of Odd Fellows, lias accepted an in­ 
vitation to assist in laying the corner stone 
of the new hall to be built at Chico inOlie 
latter part of April. 
The coal from the Skagit mines has 
proved something of a failure. Although 
it produces a fair quality of gas, it will 
not coke, and so can never compete with 
the bituminous coals of British Columbia. 
The Reno Oaaette says : There never 
has been a time when there was more land 
being cleared up in this neighborhood than 
now. There will be nearly a dozen new 
ranches put in this spring, and many old 
ones enlarged. 
Dr. Burdell, of Marin county, has just 
received by express two pair of wild tur­ 
keys. They were caught on the Missis­ 
sippi river two weeks since, and shipped 
from Ottawa, Illinois. They are splendid 
birds. The Doctor will turn them loose on 
his home ranch. 
The Bodie Standard says that the New 
York parties who own and built the Battle 
Mountain and Austin road own valuable 
mining property at Silver Peak, and sur­ 
veyed a route for the road to Columbus 
during the winter.

Samuel J. Tilden & Co., but Tilden’s name 
is kept in the background. 
The Chico Record says : From citizens 
of Colusa we learn that the crop prospects 
in that county are better than any previ­ 
ous season. More grain has been seeded 
than ever before, Dr. Glenn alone having 
10,000 acres more than last year. There is 
no doubt that Colusa will be the banner 
grain county in the State by a large per­ 
centage. 
The Salt Lake Herald has an ac­ 
count of the boss snow-storm. It says: 
One of the oldest inhabitants states 
that it is twenty-seven years since lie 
saw such a wiuter as wc are now- having, 
either as to severity or fall of snow. The 
amount of snow in the mountains is simply 
enormous, and miners state that tiiey 
have never, at any season of the year, 
seen as much snow as there is now. 
The nights are still frosty, and check the 
rapid growth of vegetation, but that de­ 
tracts nothing from the favorable prospects 
of the season for good crops of grain, gra-s 
and fruits, which have never, perhaps, been 
better, considering the extent to which 4 He 
original fertility of our soils have been ex­ 
hausted. and foul growths established in 
them. Up to rathin the past two weck3 
the light ineaiffre of rain in the eastern 
section of the county has given the farmers 
there reason to fear a failure of their crops, 
but the liberal rains they have since had 
almost insure them a tolerable, if not a 
good harvest, while in the balance of the 
county nothing more than ordinary spring 
weather is wanted to make the crop har­ 
vest a large one.—[Contra Costa Gazette. 
Says tbe Jobnsville (Oregon) Sentinel: 
Among the many natural curiosities of this 
county it is not generally known that there 
is a 44 floating island.” U p in the “ Siski- 
yous,” lying like a pearl iu the great moun­ 
tain chain, is Squaw Lake, a beautiful sheet 
of water, now utilized by a mining com­ 
pany as a reservoir. For many years the 
lake has been a favorite and delightful re­ 
sort for fishing parties, and contained, 
nearly 
in 
its 
center, 
an 
island 
comprising 
about 
one 
acre 
of 
ground, covered with luxuriant grass 
and a growth of willow and alder. It was 
never dreamed that the pretty little island 
was not terra firma, but when the bulk­ 
head across the outlet of the lake 
dammed up its waters the island rose 
slowly until it bad been elevated fully 16 
feet above its original level. 
It would 
be a question for the naturalist rather 
than the geologist to determine the age of 
this floating isiand, as it is evidently made 
up entirely of decayed vegetation. Perhaps 
at some remote period the roots of a tree, 
uptoru by the mountain 3torm, drifting 
out into the lake, formed the nucleus from 
which the island has grown ; but it seems 
singular that it should have remained an­ 
chored and unchangeable in its position. 


YELLOW CATFISH. 


E d s. R ecord-U n ion : You were mistaken 
in your item relative to the yellow catfish 
which were caught near Snodgrass slough and 
brought to your market for sale a few days 
since. The State Fish Commissioners in 1874 
imported three varieties of catfish. First, 
the Schuylkill catfish (Amiurus al’jidus), ob 
tallied from the Raritan river. New Jersey. 
Of these there were seventy-six, and they 
were distributed to the lakes in the vicinity 
of Sacramento. All of the lar.-est fish caught 
in your lakes are of this variety. Second, 
horn pouts (Pimetoiu* catus), from Lake 
Champlain, Vermont. There were seventy- 
one of those. They were placed in Sutter 
lake and in the San Joaquin river. When 
caught aud sold in your market they are 
probably sold as the young of the Schuylkill 
catfish. Third, the yellow channel catfish of 
the Mississippi [Pimclodns 
?). These were 
obtained from the Elkborn river, Nebraska, 
and were placed in the San Joaquin river at 
the railroad bridge, near Lathrop. A record 
was not kept of the number—probably about 
twenty—the largest about two feet in length. 
Several have been caught by fishermen in the 
San Joaquin. It would seem from youritem 
of their appearance in the Sacramento mar­ 
ket that they are breeding and are becoming 
distributed from the San Joaquin to the Sac­ 
ramento. The people who reside on tiie tribu­ 
taries of the Mississippi consider the yellow 
channel cat a very superior food fish. It pre­ 
fers clear, pure streams, and gives considera­ 
ble sport in catching. Those on sale in your 
market were young, as the fish frequently 
grows to be three feet in length. B. B. K.

CAPITOL N0TE3. 


A m eeting was Leiil last evening in one of 
the rooms of the State E ngineers D epart­ 
m ent at the Capitol, in relation to the sub­ 
ject of irrigation, at which there were present 
Governor Pei kins, ex-Governor Irw in, the 
Assembly Com mittee on A griculture and 
W ater E ights and D rainage, w ith a number 
of other members of the Legislature and 
prom inent citizens from the city and other 
portions of the Mtrite. 
State Engineer W m. 
H . lia ll gave a very interesting synopsis of 
his report upon irrigation, which has just 
been subm itted to the legislature, and inter- 
8¡iersed it with 
statem ents of 
irrigation 
methods and results in ludia, Spain and other 
countries, and bringing them in comparison 
with the possibilities and necessities of this 
State. 
The subject was dealt w ith in an ex­ 
ceedingly clear and comprehensive manner, 
and was listened to with the utmost intere.it. 
D uring E riday and Saturday something 
like sixty bills were taken from the third- 
reading hie of ti.e Assembly and disposed of. 
A determ ined effort will be made this week 
to clear the hie, which contains something 
I.ke 250 bills. 
L ately the Senate Judiciary Committee

bills on the ground of unconstitutionally.

men are all old soldiers and have seen service 
in the field.

M ONROE DOCTRINE. 


W a s h in g t o n , M archfith.—Theactionof the 
House Committee on the Interoceauic C a­ 
nal to-day, declaring th a t it is the right aud 
duty of the U nited States to control any ca­ 
nal or ship railroad connecting the.A tlantic 
and Pacific oceans, was in accordance with 
general expectation, and there seems to he 
no doubt of its early ratification by the 
House. 
The joint resolution thus unani- 
mouslv recommended by the committee may 
possibly be presented to the House next 
Monday for passage, under suspension of the 
rules, but this course has not yet been deter­ 
mined upon, and it is thought probable th at 
opportunity will be given for debate upon 
the measure—many members who enthusias­ 
tically favor its passage being also very de­ 
sirous of making speeches on the subject, 
with a view to attracting national attention, 
or gaining increased popularity iu their tf- 
spective districts. 
THE DTK AGREEMENT. 
I t is semi-officially announced to-day th at 
the agreement between Secretary Schurz and 
the U tes will he sent to Congress early next 
week, and th at it will be finally signed by the 
Secretary as soon as Congress approves it, 
which appears to be considered certain. Home 
doubt is expressed whether the Indians at 
home will acquiesce iu the agreement made 
by their chiefs here, but no substantial reason 
for this expression of doubt has yet been 
made known in W ashington. 
A SHORT SESSION OF CONGRESS. 
Speaker Randall, in 
conversation 
this 
eveuing concerning the probable duration of 
the session, says he is still hopeful th at Con­ 
gress will be able to adjourn by the middle of 
May. 
The Committee on Appropriations, he 
thinks, will be ready with all the appropria­ 
tion bills as fast as the House can dispose of 
them . 
I t is the intention to endeavor to pass 
the immediate deficiency, the U nited States 
M arshals’ deficiency and the Consular and 
diplomatic appropriation bills next week, and 
to go on with the Indian appropriation bill 
the week following. 
I t is very doubtful 
whether this programme can be carried out, 
as the funding bill still remains unfinished 
business, and the M arshals’ deficiency bill is 
also likelv to give rise to extended debate. 
I t is, however, fast becoming the general con­ 
viction th at very little legislation will be 
completed this session, except the passage of 
the regular appropriation bills. 
MAJOR RENO. 
M ajor Reno’s resignation lias not yet been 
received, and it is reported th at his friends 
are working to secure a reversal or modifica­ 
tion of his Court-m artial sentence; but itcaube 
stated on high authority th at there is no 
prospect of their success iu this direction. 
W. E. CHANDLER.

NEGOTIATIONS W ITH THE UTE INDIANS. 
W ashington, M arch G;h.—Negotiations 
with the Utes were concluded to-day. 
The 
formal agreement provides iu the first para­ 
graph, on the part of the Indians, th at they 
will procure the surrender of tflose of their 
nation implicated in the murder of Agent 
M eeker and his employes, and in case they 
do not succeed in apprehending the parties, 
they will faithfully aid any officers of the 
U nited States directed to make arrests. The 
second paragraph cedes to the United States 
all the territory of the U te Reservation iu 
Colorado. 
The Southern U tes agree to set­ 
tle upon unoccupied agricultural lauds on La 
Plata river, Colorado and New Mexico, or iu 
th a t vicinity. 
The Uncompahgres go to 
C raud river, near the m outh of the Gunni- 
sou, Colorado; the W hite R iver U tes will 
take up lands on the U iutafi Reservation, 
U tah. 
The Indians are to select their own 
allotm ents of lands in these locations. 
P ro­ 
vision is made for roads and highways. 
This 
agreement is entered into by ¡.he U te chiefs, 
who promise to obtain the consent of their 
people to the cession of their reservation 
upon the following express conditions : 
F irst—The Government is to survey and 
patent to the Indians in severalty the lands 
reserved for them, giving a fee simple title to 
each Indian as soon as the necessary laws are 
passed by Congress ; this title to remaiu in­ 
alienable, and the lands not to be taxable for 
twenty-five years. 
Second—T hat so soon as the consent of the 
several tribes of the U te nation shall have 
h en obtained to this agreement, the annui­ 
ties heretofore provided by Congress, am ount­ 
ing at this time- to §00,009, will be paid to the 
Indians in cash, anil as much more will be 
added as Congress shall appropriate. 
This 
annuity is to be paid in cash, at the request 
of the Indians, the President having discre­ 
tion to pay it iu cash, or in stock, wagons, 
agricultural implements, etc. 
The latter are 
to be furnished sufficient for their reasonable 
wants ; also such saw and grist mills as may 
be necessary to enable them to commence 
farming operations a3 soon as their settle­ 
m ent is effected. 
A commission is to be appointed to super­ 
intend their settlem ent aud to attend to the 
carrying out of this agreement, and the money 
appropriated by Congress for thi^ purpose 
shall be apportioned as follows : One-third to 
those who settle on La P lata river, one-half 
to those on Grand river, and one-sixth to 
those going to the U intah Reservation. 
T hird—In addition, as pay for their land, 
the U tes are to receive au annuity of §50,000, 
to he distributed among them per capita, and 
their present annuity of §25,000 is to be con­ 
tinued for support of the U tes until they can 
become self-supportifig and the education of 
their children is provided for. 


GENERAL 
HOWARD’S 
ACCOUNT 
W ITH 
THE 
FHEEDJIEN’S BANK. 
W ashington, M arch Gth.—General I). O. 
Howard, before the Senate Select Committee 
on the Freedm en’s Bank, explained Ids ;ier- 
soual account which the honks showed he had 
overdrawn to the amount of §2,415. 
He 
claimed th at the am ount had been reduced, 
by deposit slips aud by drafts, which do not 
appear on the books, to some §300, and this 
balance he could noE adm it or deny, owing to 
the length of time since the transaction, and 
the fact th at glaring -errors aud omissions 
had been discovered by experts in the book­ 
keeping of the bank. -The failure of the bauk 
was due to the high rate of interest paid, in­ 
vestment in real estate securities instead of 
Government securities, and the failure of Jay 
Cook & Co., which rendered otherwise good 
securities almost worthless. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
W ash in g to n , M arch 7th.—R am sdell’s Re­ 
public to-day editorially reviews G eneral 
John F . M iller’s article on the Chinese ques­ 
tion, published in the M arch num ber of the 
Californian, and indorses its reasoning and 
its conclusions in term s of high commenda­ 
tion. 
The writer fully agrees with General 
M iller th a t the Mongolian and the Anglo- 
Haxor civilizations are radically antagonistic; 
th at they can no more mix than oil and 
water, and th at it is already high time for the 
U nited States to conrider which of the two 
civilizations existing side by side oa the Pa- 
ciGc coast shall predominate.

Chinese came here to make a conquest of our 
country by force of arms, who doubts th at 
the whole nation would resist them ? 
But 
the stealthy and strategic conquest which 
they 
are pursuing is just as dangerous, 
and should be m et by ju st as determined a 
resistance.” 
The Republic, under the able 
management of its ne* editor and proprietor, 
H . J . Rams Jell, form erlj W ashington corre­ 
spondent ot the New Y ork Tribune, ha3 now 
taken a position iu the front rank of weekly 
journals of the country, and its advocacy of 
the views of Pacific eoast people on this ques­ 
tion is therefore a noticeable acquisition.

THE CHINESE QUEST!. N. 


THE LAW PROHIBITING EMPLOYMENT 0 ? 
CHINESE BY CORPORATIONS. 


A Tast Case—The Points Made by th e At­ 
torneys—The 1 ecislcn of th e 
C ourt Foreshadowed. 


ISrlCUL BT IBLBORAIIl TO THE REOOBB-OltlOS.) 


San F rancisco, M .irch7ch.—la theU nited 
States Circuit C ourt Saturday, before Judaea 
Sawyer and Hoffman, the hearing of the 
habeas corpus case of T ibarcio. P arro tt be 
gun. 
P arro tt is held for having violated 
the law prohibiting the ouiplovuientnf Chinese 
by corporations. 
M cA llister & Bergin ap­ 
peared for petitioner, Delos L ik e for the 
( 'hin-He t 'ouool, and Attorney-G eneral H art, 
I)n-triet A ttorney Smoot, Ass stau t D istrict 
A ttorney IAvy, Davis Louderback and Hub­ 
ert Ash for the people. 
The seats in the 
C oirt-room were early tilled. 
H ad the room 
offered greater facilities doubtless a very 
large crowd would have been in attendance, 
but the doors had to bo clo.ed when the room 
was tided, and m any were domed admission. 


ARGUMENT OP MR. MULLISTE!!. 
M r. M cA llister read the w rit and the law. 
H e made these points : 
1. T he question substantially involves the 
maintenance of intercourse between Califor­ 
nia and China. 
2. The law leaves i t to the people to de­ 
cide w hat class of alieus are detrim ental to 
the St ate. 
3. The charge constitutes no crime known 
to law. 
4. A n alien gets the right of protection 
from his obedience, irrespective of treaties 
and Constitution.». 
5. The encouragement of immigration has 
always been a cherished policy of the country. 
Our own Courts have sustained the right of 
immigration and residence of an alien. The 
Supreme Court of California held iu the Chi­ 
nese tax case th at a tax could be levied on 
working mines, but not fcr the privilege of 
living in the State. 
6. The new law is in contravention of the 
Fourteenth Amendment and the Civil Rights 
bill, which prohibit exactions and penalties. 
The State law cuts off the Chinese from all 
public employment of every kind, as all great 
industries are carried on by corporations. 
7. This exclusion is an exaction and pen­ 
alty which the Civil Rights bill prohibits. 
Section 21 lit. Revised Statutes, U nitedStates, 
places all foreigners on the same basis, bnt 
the California law 
discriminates 
against 
Chinese. 
8. The treaties provide that Chinese imm i­ 
grants shall be protected by local authorities 
from insult and injury—(the Reed treaty). 
The Burlingame treaty provides for Chinese 
Consuls inthe U nited States, and th at Chinese 
heie and Americans in China shall enjoy the 
right of religious worship, be perm itted to 
travel to and tro between the countries the same 
as other euhjects of the most favored nations. 
The right of the Chinese to immigrate to the 
U nited States and to have rights and imm u­ 
nities are under the treaty secured to them 
as to those of the most favored nation. 
These treaties arc the supreme law of the 
land. 
it. W hen the treaty guaranteed the right 
of immigration and residence to Chinese it 
guaranteed all the fundam ental rights of 
person, and the right of residence carries with 
it the right to make nse of rniud and body, 
the right to trade, labor, etc. 
10. l’he Chinese under the treaty are guar­ 
anteed all the privileges and immunities of 
native-born citizens. 
The Supreme C ourt of 
the U nited States has held th at privileges 
and immunities include the sacred right of 
labor. 
Judge Deady lias held th at the right 
of the Chinese to work mines in Oregon is 
under the right of control of mineral lands, 
which belongs to the General Government, 
and that under the treaty the Oregon law 
prohibiting Chinese from working mines was 
void, and subsequently ho held th at the right 
of residence snd labor to the Chinese is se­ 
cured by the treaty. 
11. The question of lim itation of the treaty- 
m aking power was next considered, and cases 
and treaties read, and the points made th at 
the treaty-m aking power having guaranteed 
the Chinese the right to labor, the State can­ 
not take it away. 
There is nothing unusual 
in our treaties with China, as comparison 
shows. 
12. The Chinese here are detrim ental to 
our interests, but the law under consideration 
d «s not point out the proper mode of reme­ 
dying the evil. 


ARGUMENT OK JU D G E LA K E. 
Delos Lake, at the afternoon session, made 
these points on the same side : 
1, The recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States are decisive of 
jhis case. 
One is a case in W est Virginia, 
which, if we substitute the term Chinaman 
r the won’, colored man, is substantially the 
same as this case, 
jh e case iu volved the 
constitute rnality, 
under 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, of the provisions of toe C.vii 
R ights hill, in view of a statute of the State 
of 
W est Virginia wliiuh excluded colored 
persons from serving on juries. 
A County 
Judge, under the State statute, selected 
jurors, aud, in obeyauce to the State law, ex­ 
cluded negrea from the jury list. 
The Su­ 
preme Court held that the State Court could 
not. thus discriminate against the colored race 
without i' curring the penalties of the Civil 
ltlgtit- bill 
2. Th BCaliforniit Jlaw aims not to regu­ 
late corporations, but to exclude Chinese 
from the State by taking away their means 
of earning a livelihood. 
The law is no more 
constitutionalasconGued to corporations than 
it would be if applied to natural persons, 
and the Legislature lias no more power, in 
carrying out this purpose of getting rid of 
this class of persons, to en actth at corporations 
shall not employ them than it has the power 
to enact that no natural person shall employ 
them, because, if it has any m inisterial or 
supreme Federal power in the one case, it 
han iu the other, thus preventing them from 
living by labor, for labor is the only mode in 
which any human beiog has over been known 
to get a living. 
4. The chief object of the Fourteenth 
Amendment was to protect the negro, who, at 
the close of the war was weak, ignorant and 
liable to be imposed upon. 
I t was resolved 
to place him on a political equality w ith the 
white. 
W hile the negro is thus the main 
object iu view, the amendm ent extends pro­ 
tection to all classes of persons within the 
jurisdiCbiou of the U nited States. 
5. Corporations are persona. 
They have 
been so held by the Supreme Court of the 
U nited States in a curtain class of cases. 
They arc persons in regard to the jurisdiction 
of the F. d ral Courts, aud there is no reason 
w hy th.-y should not be classed as persons in 
t'.ure civil rights given under the Fourteenth 
Am endm ent of the Constitution. 
I t is but 
an aggregation of several persons into one 
fictitious person. 
And, therefore, whether 
they are treated a) persons or not. under this 
provision, the persons who are injured by this 
p oviiion are natural persons, aud ate as such 
protected. 
The great objsct of this clause 
w o to put all persons within the eeveral 
b'. ttes on the same broad footing in respect to 
gaining an honest livelihood, whether native 
born or foreign, white or black. 
ti. The law which violates the spirit of the 
C natitutioj is us much unconstitutional as 
tire one th at violates its letter. 
I t is impos­ 
sible to conceive of the complete ownership 
of property disassociated w ith its untram- 
tueled use, and a man is deprived of his prop­ 
erty when he is deprived of the power of using 
it in the same way in which other persons are 
perm itted to use the same species of property, 
or when he is forbidden to usa the same agen­ 
cie* in the employment of his property which 
aie perm itted to others. 
This A ct allows all 
n atural persons to avail themselves of the 
services of Chinese, but denies it to corpora­ 
tions. 
To deprive one of the use of his prop­ 
erty is equivalent to depriving him of the 
property itself. 
This A ct deprives corpora 
ti..ns of employing the cheape-t means of 
using their property, aud hence of the means of 
making a profit out of if and oí competí g 
w ith ail other ratur.il poisons engaged iu the 
sume kiud of business, and to th at extent 
they are deprived of their property. 
7. T r.orm ht of labor is property and the 
right to labor is property, it is said in I2lb 
W allace Reports. 
Labor ought to have the 
m eans whereby to live. This law is barbar­ 
on». 
I t turns out human beings to steal aud 
rob, or starve. 
d. The Constitution prohibits States from 
pna-ing laws impairing the obligation of con­ 
tracts. 
A contract arising between a 8 ate, 
the creator i .f the corporate n, aud the corpora­ 
tion, gives the State no power to prevent the 
.corporation from luting a steam engine, it one 
could be Used by I'.a individual. 
Ho author­ 
ity can prevent the e:n:4oyment of the same 
agency by a corporation as by a natural p-r- 
sou, aud the State has no more right to forbid 
the employment of Chinese than of a steam 
engine. 


ARGUMENT OK THE ATTORSET GENERAL. 
A Horne y - Gen e ral H a rt replied for the 
people. 
1. lie cited Hie Wisconsin case cf Doyle 
vs. the Insurance Company. 
In this case 
the State of Wisconsin had granted tne Con­ 
tinent il Insurance Company the privilege of 
doing business within its jurisdiction, w iib( 
the usures» stipulation I h .t it should t a-isler 
Lore i t its cases from the State to the Fed­ 
eral Courts. 
I h violation of thi- agreeii ent, 
the company had appealed iu certain caaes to 
the U nited States Courts, end ou being pun­ 
ished under the State law, brought the m at­ 


ter before the Supreme Court of the U cited 
States, where it \ma decided th at the agree­ 
m ent was unconstitutional, as the insurance 
company had no right to stipulate away its 
natural privileges, and accordingly held that 
the proceedings under the State law were null 
and void. 
Tne Legislature then repealed LUe 
franchise of the company, aud the m atter 
again came before the U nitedS tates Supreme 
Court, which decided that the State pos­ 
sessed the power to repeal any charter which 
it had granted, and th at the reasons which 
prom pted it iu tioiog so were not subject to 
judicial inquiry. 
2. The right of California to repeal the 
charter of a corjioration includes the right to 
modify or amend it. 
3. The Legislature can pass Acts to cripple 
every corporation created under the State 
laws. 
4. This right of the Legislature is not sub­ 
ject to revision by any Court. 
5. The A ct iu qiuutiou, which prohibited 
corporations from employing Chinese, was 
based on this fundamental principle, aud was 
a legitimate exercise of the reserve [wwere oi 
the Stale. 
6. The right of corporations to employ Chi­ 
nese is not a natural but an acquired right, 
by virtue of a charter, and consequently tails 
within the reserved power of the State. Cor 
porati.ms are nut obliged to assume an exist­ 
ence. If they do not like the term s ou which the 
S tale offers them existence, tn*y can decline 
to go into or continue in business. 
7. The law under c >a«ideration is not 
directed against the Chinese, but aysiustcor- 
o a o is, and coua-el and Court have no 
ught t.) inquire ¡Uto the motivesof the Legisla- 
ure in passing the law, nor is its constitu­ 
tionality affec.ed because it indirectly pre­ 
vents L iiinese from working fur corporations. 
S. A ny State law coLfl.ctmg with the Con­ 
stitution or treaty of the U uited Slates must 
fall to the ground, but the declaration of the 
treaty th at Chinese should be entitled to all 
the privileges and immunities of citizens of 
the most favored nations is not intended to 
I deprive States of their powers to regulate 
their internal affairs unless so expressly 
stated. 
Em ploym ent by corporations is not 
a right guaranteed to Chinese by the treaty, 
which c m ita within the question of the right 
of the S tate to regulate corporations. 
THE COURT, 
By Judge Sawyer, said the Attorney-General 
had wholly iguored one side of the question. 
If the corporations alone were concerned, his 
arguments m ight be unanswerable, but while 
in restricting the powers of these creatures of 
the State the Legislature did not perhaps 
trench on the Federal Constitution, the State's 
prohibition of Chinese labor affected a class 
of rights which, according to the counsel for 
petitioner, were created by treaty and guar­ 
anteed by an am endm ent to the Federal Con­ 
stitution. 
The case was then continued until 11 
o'clock Monday forenoon. 
REMARKS. 
I t was evident th at Mr. H art felt he had 
no case, and was merely endeavoring to make 
the best of the situation by going off on a side 
issue and ignoring the real [mints of the ques­ 
tion. 
H e also sought to help himself out by 
ignoring tbe natural rights which corpora­ 
tions possess iu common w'ith natural persons 
and assuming th at all tbeir rights were ac­ 
quired, w ithout arguing the question as to 
w hether debarring the Chinese from employ­ 
m ent is in Violation of the treaty aud Consti­ 
tutional obligations. 
Judges Sawyer and 
Hoffman several times interrupted Mr. H art, 
calling in question hi» propositions, and to­ 
wards the close of hi» argum ent Judge Saw­ 
yer, iu explaining some points quoted from 
the insurance cases, incidentally completely 
knocked the whole bottom out of Mr. H art’s 
argument. 
This was followed by quite a 
lengthy discussion between the Court and 
counsel regarding the extent of control a 
State can exercise over corporations, which 
seemed to clearly foreshadow the decision of 
the Court.
